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DIET AND HEALTH 


How Age Affects Skin; How to Care for It*•

If 
you have been taking a daily bath, 
you should cut it down at about 
the age of 50 to once or twice a 
week. 


The itching skin of elderly peo- 


ple is almost always due to too 
much bathing. Itching occurs with- 
out any visible sign of eruption— 
nothing-more, perhaps, than: a little 
scaUness. This dryness is due to 
the too frequent action of soap on 
a skin that no longer has any 
grease glands to lubricate it. 


Another thine that should be 


watched on the atrophic skin of 
middle life and later are the dry, 
scaly patches. They are called 
'keratoses", and occur especially 
n people with that type of com- 
plexion that is called "sandy". 


May Run Into Cancer 


The important thing about them 


s that they may run into cancer. 
It is the mildest form of cancer 
there is, and can be easily cured, 
which is why it is so important, 
but the most important thing is to 
get it early, before it has a running 
start. 


These spots occur especially on 


exposed spots—»th« face and the 
backs of the hands, so they can 
easily be seen hy the owner. They 
especially are likely to occur on 
the temple, or the end or side of 
the nose, and in the middle of th« 
back of the hand. When they ar« 
simply dry and scruffy, they ara 
usually of no consequence, but if 
they bleed when they are picked, 
and leave a raw surface under- 
neath, they should have attention.

She was in company of Lockard 
without the knowledge of her hus- 
band and the theory advanced by 
the commonwealth was to the ef- 
fect that this child interfered wifn 
the defendant and Lockard meet- 
ing clandestinely
